|Gilbert Motier, Marquis de Lafayette

For Lafayette was that gallant, 
French gentleman adventurer, inspired 
with the white flame of the love for 
liberty, who came to America when 
the colonies first began their fight for 
freedom. and offered his sword to 
George Washington, leader of the 
farmers of the American colonies ip 
their battle for freedom. 

Lafayette landed in America in 
April, 1777, and his coming put new 
heart into the revolutionists. whose 
forlunes at the time were at low ebb. 
(‘congress made him a major-general 
-and be was soon after attached to the 
staff of General Washington, 
placed in him the uimost 
and affection. 

Then, through the years of strug- 
gle, he fought side by side with the 

suffering wounds, priva-

tion and all the horrors of the hard 


|campaigns, until after Cornwallis had 


surrendered at Yorktown he was pub- 
licly thanked by General Washington 
for his services, 

Shortly afterwards Lafayette re- 
turned home to France, but later re- 
visited America, when he was received 
with wild enthusiasm wherever he ap. 
peared. He visited Georgia, stopping 
at Macon, Milledgeville and Savannah. 


|There was, of course, no Atlanta for 
|him to visit in those days. 


The young Frenchman lived out his 
life as a gallant warrior, remaining 
always true to his republican princi- 
ples. Even when his estates Were for- 
feited during the revolution. he made 
no complaint nor did he express regret 
for the sacrifices he made for his 
views. He was once a prisoner ac- 
cusel of treason, but was acquitted.
